A survey of the airworthy examples 
by PETER R. ARNOLD 


TO MAINTAIN a Spitfire in fly- 
ing order is a very expensive busi- 
ness. Rulings by the Air Registra- 
tion Board of the U.K. are very 
stringent on this type of aircraft. 
Unlike its fabric and wood pre- 
decessors of World War 1, which 
can be craftsman maintained, the 
Spitfire is a sophisticated and po- 
tent aircraft. It requires continual 
and_ professional maintenance of 
a high order if it is to be kept 
airworthy. It is not, therefore, sur- 
prising that of the 22,742 Spitfires/ 
Seafires built of which an estimated 
200 survive, there should be just 19 
currently airworthy throughout the 
world. Five of these are flown by 
owner enthusiasts. If you wanted 
to own and fly a Spitfire, and there 
are two currently for sale, total 
cost per flying hour, including 
maintenance, insurance and fuel, 
could well be as much as £50. The 
R.A.F. at Coltishall maintain 4 
Spitfires (and 1 Hurricane) in fly- 
ing order — “The Battle of Britain 
Flight’, Farsightedly it was r 
sed some years ago by the R.A.F 
the prestige and good public re- 
lations value obtained by maintain- 
ing these aircraft.

It must 
have been a Continuity Girl's 
nightmare, but I am still at a loss 
to know why only serials from the 
narrow band N3310-N3329 should 
be used for all Spitfires no matter 
what squadron code and letter was 
being carried. The Spitfire of the 
principal pilot, Skipper, was coded 
AI-A of 338 Squadron and carried 
the serial N3310. It was complete 
with Squadron Leader's pennant 
and a progressive collection of 
kills. Authenticity was excellent 
but in fairness it was hard to con- 
ceal the fact that a Mk. PR XIX 
Spitfire differed from a Mk. T or 
Il. Fin and rudder shape, wrap 
round front cockpit screen, whip 
type aerial, retracting tail wheel, 
those deep radiators and of course 
the longer Griffon engine with its 
five blade propeller.

AR213 now sports a technically 
incorrect four blade prop. and 
Merlin 35 supplied by Aviation 
Jersey. Based at Abingdon, future 
plans are for it to be maintained 
in airworthy condition but prob- 
ably it will not fly in the foresee- 
able future: 

P7350 Mk. Ila G-AWIJ. Spared 
from the scrap yard and presented 
to RAF Colerne by John Dale 
Ltd., P7350 was restored to flying 
condition for the film. Fittingly, it 
is now on the strength of the 
‘Battle of Britain Flight’ and is 
marked with its correct and former 
squadron code ZH-T of 226 
(Rhodesia) Squadron. 

Of modelling interest, externally 
P7350 is the most authentic Spitfire 
of the battle period. The propeller 
is a three blade broad root wooden 
type. Exhaust manifolds are the 




















three port ejector rather than six 
port type although the original 
Merlin XII has now been replaced 
by a Merlin 35. Front screen 
armour is external and the main 
wheels have five apertures. The 
bulge on the starboard engine 
cowling is peculiar to Mk.

Belgian Spitfire, the third of the 
trio is currently up for sale. Hope- 
fully, it will remain in the United 
Kingdom. 


MS772 Mk. IX (Trainer) G-AVAV. 
For many years on the strength of 
the Irish Corps serialled 159, it 
was acquired by Tony Samuelson 
for pleasure and business. Hired to 
the film company it suffered an 
unfortunate wheels up landing, 
fter an engine blow up, at Little 
Staughton, in July 1968.

THE Westland Lysander has always been the aero- 
modellers’ favourite, in spite of the structural 
difficulties imposed by the large cabin and shallow 
wing root for attachment. It also happens to have a 
voluminous fuselage for its comparatively small, 
high aspect ratio wing. Few modellers have man- 
aged to fully conquer its idiosyncrasies in free- 
flight. Most successful have been the rubber 
powered versions — usually made to Aeromodeller 
Plans Service drawing FSR161 (7/6d.) for a 50 in. 
wingspan version, though the powered model of 
60 in. span (Plan FSP 160 8/6d.) is more popular. 

With the arrival of really reliable, fully propor- 
tional radio control equipment, sensitive designs 
like the Lysander become completely practical. This 
one made by J. Delcloo of Ris Oranges in the South 
of France is a magnificent example 

M. Delcloo scaled up the Aeromodeller drawing 
2873 (5/-), part of which is illustrated above. He 
made the span 85 inches, and length 52 inches. 
Flaps and ailerons of scale dimensions are em- 
ployed; but not the fully trimmable tailplane, since 
trim control on the elevator itself is ample for the 
model, Control is by Micro Avionics digital propor- 
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made by J. Delcloo 


tional five function gear and the model is powered 
by the British Merco 61 Mk. Ill 10 c.c. glow plug 
engine. 

Views of the uncovered, and covered but un- 
painted structure, illustrate the way in which M 
Delcloo has faithfully followed the structure of the 
full size for stringer and rib positions as well as 
sheeted areas where metal panelled. 

The version chosen for this scale model is the 
renowned ‘spy and supply’ drop variant which 
operated out of secret bases such as R.A.F. 
Tempsford during the War. Their missions were to 
carry resistance movement agents into and from 
the Continent, mainly France. That is why the in- 
congruous ladder is permanently fitted for rapid 
exit and access, and the huge over-load fuel tank 
is fitted for extra range, beneath the fuselage. Such 
Lysanders were completely without defence: but 
when attacked could make use of the low speed 
manoeuvrability and the cover of darkness to 
escape. The Lysanders on these missions were 
black on all surfaces, and although drab, the colour 
scheme must make this Frenchman's model ex- 
tremely impressive.

Before we start, let's explain that 
Plastic Padding is a two-part 
putty-like substance which dries 
rapidly and it can be obtained in 
two forms — Hard and Elastic. 
The latter is a better choice for 
our purpose as it is easier to 
shape than the ‘Hard’ variety. 

1, The fuselage halves are 
assembled and the cockpit 
interior completed in the normal 
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manner, but only the pilot is 
fitted, the rear occupant is in 
due course moved to the rear 
turret. When the cement is 
completely dry, a ‘step’ is filed 
in the rear fuselage, where 
shown, about 1/32 in. deep. 
Notice that the transparent 
canopy is also stepped. This 
allows the new rear fuselage 
tube to be fitted flush with the 
surface of the forward fuselage. 





Now saw off the extreme rear 
fuselage, including the fin and 
rudder, which are not required. 
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The new plasticard rear fuselage 
is bent to shape, cemented and 
held with Sellotape until dry

2. File to a taper the front of the 
lower inner reinforcing plasticard 
strip to enable the new fuselage 
rear to neatly butt up against the 
filed step. Cement in place and 
hold with Sellotape until dry. 

3. Refer to the drawing and mark 
the areas to be removed for the 
rear turret and the rear wing. 
Notice how the roof of the pilot's 
cockpit is flattened in profile by 
filing and repolishing first with

metal polish 


4&5. Using a razorsaw, cut 
carefully and finish off with a 
smooth file. 
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6. A large pin is passed through 
the rear ends of the ‘old fuselage’ 
and secured by bending the 

end over. 





7. Plastic Padding is now built 
up around the rear fuselage 
extremity and when set it is cut 
and filed to the shape of the new 
turret ‘chin’. The pin shown in 
photo 6 gives a solid anchorage 
to the Plastic Padding, which 
does not readily adhere to poly- 
styrene. A better bond can, 
however, be achieved by smear- 
ing the surfaces where adhesion 
is required with body putty and 
allowing the rough surface to 
dry before applying the Plastic 
Padding. 

8&9. The new rear wing is 
laminated, as shown on the 
drawing, from two layers of 

60 thou. plasticard. Alternatively, 
of course, the wing may be cut 
from wood. If styrene is used, 
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the section may be produced 
with file and stiff sharp knife 
used as a scraper at right angles. 
to the plastic surface. The 
dihedral angle is bent in before 
the plastic layers are laminated. 





10. Here, the wing is being 
check-fitted to the fuselage seat- 
ing. Make certain it is truly 
‘square’ and level when the 
model is standing on its landing 
gear. 

11. The rear turret assembly is 
clearly seen in this photograph. 
On the plastic turret base disc,

the delegged rear gunner is 
cemented and the turret proper 
(ours was moulded in two halves) 
is trimmed to size. The simulated 
fabric covering effect on the 
fuselage is produced by smear- 
ing a thin layer of body putty 
over the plastic and then forming 
the stringer ridges with medium 
wet-or-dry paper wrapped round 
a } in. dowel. Mark the stringer 
spacing first with a soft pencil. 








12. After painting, but before 
fitting the mainplanes, the 
insignia are applied. Unused 
alternative roundels from a Frog 
Blackburn Shark kit are just 
about right for the fuselage and 
the yellow ‘P’ in a circle may be 
added if desired. The original 
machine flew both with and 
without this marking, so to omit

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THERE must certainly be a tre- 

mendous number of indi 
duals who share my opinion that 
it was a great day when a French 
manufacturer introduced to mili- 
tary miniature enthusiasts a 
thoroughly intriguing line of sol- 
diers and their varied paraphen- 
alia. It is quite some time now 
since Historex figures first made 
their appearance on the British 
market and unquestionably inter- 
est in them has_ increasingly 
mounted. Little wonder that this 
should have occurred because in 
most every respect they are, posi- 
tively, exquisite in the eye of any- 
‘one who can appreciate the fine 
detail involved. It is natural | sup- 
pose that initially they met with 
some degree of resistance from 
those of the, shall we say, ‘tradi- 
tional’ metal model soldier frater- 
nity but it is obviously pretty safe 
to say that this attitude is slowly 
but surely breaking down as more 
animators, painters and collectors 
investigate the kits. 
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If any kind of criticism is to be 
levelled at Historex at all then | 
think it is the fact that their range 
to date, with one exception —a 
rather hard to explain Lady 
Godiva — is solely concerned with 
Napoleonic troops. However, in 
view of the fact that they do 
emanate from a French company 
this can hardly be regarded as 
surprising. Furthermore, though 
one can say that they struck on 
a winner in that the era does 
stand as one of history's most 
colourful and, accordingly, chal- 
lenging to a large number of 
devotees anxious to duplicate the 
uniform intricacies and fascinating 
to the collectors. But it has come 
to my ear that shortly the com- 
pany will be releasing the first of 
a new series of the opposed 
British regiments.

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applied for traditional interest but 
perhaps more so for those who 
wish to ‘branch out’ and come up 
with something of an entirely 
original nature. Illustrating this 
article are several photographs of 
figures which | have worked upon 
and which, | hope the reader will 
agree, serve to indicate the possi- 
bilities of my concept. For ex- 
ample, the R.F.C. Officer was 
based upon a Historex head, torso 
and, would you believe, Dragoon 
legs — while uniform’ changes 
were made from .05 in. plastic 
card, plastic putty and Kleenex 
‘putties’. The ‘leather’ coat of the 
German flyer, as was the Irving 
jacket of the R.A.F. pilot, was 
formed from three individual sec- 
tions — two front pieces and back 
—and ‘tailored’ to fit. Heavy, 
leather clad arms derived from 
sprue. Odd pieces of sprue 
were used to form the folded 
arms of the nonchalant Ameri- 
can Civil War soldier and his 
‘kepi’ made from plastic sheet 
and putty. The French aviators’ 
Trench coat came from .05 in. 
card, folded and formed to fit 
over his arm and completed with 
separate sleeves, collar, pockets 
and belt, fitted as | felt they 
would appear with the coat in 
that position. Both his legs and 
those of the R.A.F. were scratch 
built from laminated .060 in. plas- 


tic card, whilst all heads were 
given hair trims and ears attached. 
The charging Napoleonic ‘Red 
Lancer’, along with his mount, is 
animated and modified exten- 
sively in relation to the original 
kit and the ‘shouting’ mouth of 
the face was accomplished with 
the aid of a hot, round-headed 
needle. 

One problem which does face 
the Historex modifier is detail by 
way of braiding, decorations, etc. 
However many of these items in- 
tended for some French Chas- 
seurs-a-cheval, Hussar or Infan- 
tryman can be adapted to suit 
another purpose. But there again 
a nice, neat job of painting or a 
specially made transfer can look 
better than a moulding which 
could somehow look a bit out of 
scale and sit too proud on, say. 
the surface of a shabrack or wha’ 
ever. But perhaps now we're get- 
ting a little ahead of ourselves 
and, as earlier mentioned, this is 
after all something of a starting 
point. So | guess maybe it's best 
to put up the typewriter for this 
occasion and look forward to 
when we can next get together 
through the pages of what | trust 
will become your favourite mod- 
elling magazine and down to 
some practical information by 
way of Military Miniature Modi- 
fication.

INSIGNIA 


HE final step in almost all 
forms of model making is 
the painting of identifying marks, 
Small as these appear on a finished 
model they are by no means insig- 
nificant and many fine scale models 
ieft incomplete or spoilt by the 
ion of, or incorrect use of 
insignia. Perhaps the main Teason 
for this is the lack of readily avai 
able information. This eeoally 
applies to military signs, a sorely 
neglected subject. In this series of 
articles it is hoped to bridge the 
gap. 




















From the earliest days of organ- 
ised warfare, armies have utilised 
emblems to identify units. With 
the increasing sizes of modern 
armies the number of emblems 
also increased until by the Second

The history of British formation 
badges dates from the beginnin;

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badges were limited to armies, 
corps and divisions and soon after 
the war ended they fell into disuse, 
only a few T.A. divisions retaining 
hem. They were re-introduced in 
arly 1940 and many became 
famous — the Desert Rat symbol of 
the 7th Armoured Division for 
In September 1948 the 
jared that formation 
badges would continue to be worn 
by all Regular and T.A. formations. 
Although formation signs origin- 
ated in the First World War, we 
start here with the Second World 
War becaus the widest 
range of vehicles for the modeller 
to build. The insignia shown are 
but a tiny selection from that of 
the British Army. Later it is hoped 
to cover more British units, the 
Commonwealth, America and Ger- 
many; British and American signs 
of the First World War and —for 
battle gamers—a brief resumé of 
standards and colours through the 
ages with a section on medieval 
heraldry. 









































Ist ARMY (Red cr. on a white 
shield with acrusader’s sword super- 
imposed in gold and white on 
the cross.) Commander: Lieutenant 
General Sir Kenneth Anderson. Ist 
Army landed in North Africa in 
November 1942, cleared Algeria of 
the occupying German forces and 
in 1943 took part in the battles in 
Tunisia that led to the capitulation 
of the entire German forces in 
North Africa, The army contained 
5 and 9 Corps. 




















5 CORPS (White Viking ship on a 
black background with two black 
strips and a red cross on the sail.)

Originally part of the force sent to 
Norway in 1940, the Corps adopt- 
ed the Viking ship badge to com- 
memorate their service. Later a 
part of the Home Forces, 5 Corps 
joined the Ist Army in North 
Africa in 1942. 





9 CORPS (Black cat arched in de- 
fiance on an orange background.) 
The badge symbolises the figure 9 
with the nine lives of a cat. 9 Corps 
was in Northern Command before 
being mobilised in 1942 for service 
with the Ist Army in Algeria and 
Tunisia 











2nd Al 'Y (Blue cross on a white 
shield with a gold sword.) Com- 
mander: Lieutenant General Sir 
Miles Dempsey. Formed in England 
in the summer of 1943 for the in- 
vasion of Europe, 2nd Army went 
ashore in Normandy on D-Day 
and saw much hard fighting in 
establishing the beachhead, at 
Caen, and in the breakout which 
culminated in the German defea 
at Falaise. The army then took 
part in the drive through Francé 
crossing the Seine and Somme, the 
liberation of Brussels and the 
sweep to the Maas River. In the 
spring of 1945 the army cleared 
the enemy from between the Maas 
and the Rhine and took part in the 
drive across north west Germany 
to Hamburg. The army contained 
12 and 30 Corps. 



















12 Corps 


12 CORPS (Three trees with 
black trunks and green foliage 
ona white oval with black back- 
ground.) Commander: Major Gen- 
eral Thorne. The trees on the 
badge were chosen to link with the 
commander's name and the ‘ 
the ash and the thorn’ in Kipling’s 
Puck of Pook Hill. (The Corps was 
raised in Pook Hill country.) The 
Corps was part of South East 
Command until 1944 when it 
joined 2nd Army, Bremen and 
nburg fell to 12 Corps in the 
final operations before the German 
surrender. 











30 CORPS (Charging black boar 
in a white circle on a black back- 
ground.) One of the Western 
Desert formations, the Corps dis- 
tinguished itself in the drive to 
Tobruk, November 1941, and 
was part of the 8th Army at El 
Alamein. It was withdrawn to 
the U.K. early in 1944 to join the 
2nd Army. The Corps landed in 
Normandy under Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Sir Brian Horrocks and fought 
across France, Belgium and Hol- 
land to the Rhine, being one of the 
assault formations in the crossing 
of the Rhine. 





8th ARMY (Golden crusader's 
cross on a white shield with a dark 
blue background.) Commander: 
General Sir Alan. Cunningham, 
later Lieutenant General Mont- 
gomery. The army was formed in 
November 1941 from the original 
Army of the Nile and became 
famous for its campaign against 
the Italians and the Afrika Korps. 
The army swept across Cyrenaica 
and Tripolitania, then northwards 
into Tunisia, After the Axis forces 
in North Africa were defeated the 
army took part in the invasions of 
and Italy. The army was 
comprised of i3 and 30 Corps. 
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13 CORPS (A leaping red gazelle 
on a white oval with a red back- 
ground.) After the victory in North 
Africa the Corps fought at Catania 
in Sicily and cleared the Axis 
forces from the island. In Sept- 
ember 1943 the Corps landed on 
the toe of Italy, remaining in that 
country for the remainder of the 
war. 30 CORPS see above. 





10th ARMY

(Golden Assyrian 
black background.) 
Raised in Iraq, the 10th Army 
formed the major part of the 
Persia and Iraq force (Paiforce) 
which quelled the Iraq rebellion of 
1941. Its main task was maintain- 
ing the lines of communication to 
Russia from the Persian Gulf to 
the Caspian Sea and protecting the 
oilfields of Iraq and South Persia.

12th ARMY (Golden Burmese 
dragon on a background of two 
red and one central black bars with 
the Roman figures XH in gold.)

12th Army 
took part in the final operations 
against the Japanese which led to 
the liberation of Burma and 
Malaya. It was disbanded in Janu- 
ary 1946 and incorporated into 
Burma Command 
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14th ARMY (Red shield with a 
narrow white inner border, the 
centre divided by a dark blue band 
set across a white sword, the 
Roman figures XIV in white.) 
Commander: General Sir William 
Slim. Formed in 1943, the 14th 
Army was the largest single army 
of the war. In its time it held the 
longest battle line, from the 
of Bengal to the borders of India 
and China, and at one time con- 
tained nearly a million men. 
Grouped in three corps, 4, 15 and 
33 (Indian), a fourth corps, the 33, 
was formed for the invasion of 
Malaya, while many other divi- 
sions served with the army. (These 
were: 2nd and 36th British, 3rd 
(Chindits), Sth, 7th, 17th, "19th, 
20th, 23rd, 25th and 26th ‘Indian, 
the i1th East African and 81st and 
82nd West African.) 








4 CORPS (Black elephant on red 
background.) This corps establish- 
ed the Irrawaddy bridgehead and

Later, the 
use of insignia became more stan- 
dardised, but unfortunately, almost 
no records of procedure have su 
vived, and men’s memories are 
short. (Many not even re- 
member the divisional number on 
their vehicles.)

Army and Corps insignia were 
normally painted on the right hand 
front wing or bumper of ‘so!

TAMIYA’S MODEL TANKS have introduced a 
new dimension into plastic modelling, that of 
movement and action. But this has not been 
achieved at the expense of authenticity and 
detail. These kits are exceptionally accurate and 
precise. Like so many of Tamiya’s products the 
newer items offer the higher quality. Two years 
ago we were amazed by the models this factory 
was producing and it was hard to conceive that 
a still higher quality could be achieved. Well, this 
has been the case. Some tanks have even a per- 
fectly reproduced cast steel finish, as opposed to 
the usual smooth plastic surface. The King Tiger, 
Hunting Tiger, Chieftain, Rommel, Panther and 
Leopard tank in 1/35th scale are all exceptional 


models, and motorized into the bargain. Further- 
more, they are all (except the Chieftain) available 
in remote form for only fifteen shillings more. This 
even includes the second motor. 

But Tamiya’s brilliance really demonstrates it- 
self in the large 1/21st and 1/25th scale tanks. 
The 1/25th scale Jagdpanther is the ‘King’ in this 
range. The detail and finish in the hull are perfect 
even to the reproduced cement stucco finish that 
this tank had, to stop any metallic shine 
under the camouflage. The torsion bar suspen- 
sion makes for absolutely realistic movement 
over obstacles, and, incidentally, Tamiya is about 
the only kit manufacturer who has managed to 
get the interleaved Panther wheel layout right. 





Also you get a realistic tank sound, with even 
the scrubbing noise of the track. The same 
applies to the Panther in the same scale. For 
radio control, we understand that the large Jagd- 
panther Rommel is the best model, because of 
the large amount of room inside.

and lower wishbones with coil- 
spring damper units mounted in 
the airstream are used. An anti-roll 
bar connects the suspension and 
the front fins are coupled to this 
anti-roll bar, so, as the suspension 
moves, the angle of the fins alters, 
thus providing maximum down- 
thrust at the time it is most needed. 
The rear suspension employs a 
single top link and parallel bottom 
links located by twin radius arms, 
a coil-spring damper unit and an 
anti-roll bar complete the suspen- 
sion set up. The M.S.80's fuel 
tanks are all mounted low in the 
monocoque. This ensures that there 
is little Weight transfer as the tanks 
are emptied. This placing of the 
fuel tanks accounts for the car's 
‘pregnant’ appearance. 

The Matra uses the Cosworth- 
Ford DFV V8 engine, which has 
turned formula one into a king- 
sized version of Formula Ford 
racing. The 1969 version of the 
DFV can be revved to 10,000 
tp.m., 500 r.p.m. more than. the 
1968 version. It produces about 
420 b.h.p. at that speed. 

Jean-Pierre Beltoise, France's top 
driver has driven a second M.S.80 
in most races this year, his second 
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place in the French G.P., behind 
Stewart, is his best performance to 
date. Stewart and Beltoise are en- 
tered by Ken Tyrell’s Matra In- 
ternational team, which is in effect 
the works Matra team. The cars 
are painted in the works Matra 
colour of French Racing Blue (a 
‘soft’, light blue) and they have 
white cockpit sides. Beltoise’s car 
also has a white noseband. Giant 
Elf and Dunlop stickers are carried 
on the cars’ rear wings and body 
sides, similarly sized stickers for 
Elf are carried on the front fins. 
Autolite and Ford advertisements 
e also carried on the car’s side. 
Stewart's car has carried the num- 
bers 2, 3, 4, 7 and 20 through the 
season, while Beltoise’s has carried 
4, 5, 7 and 8. 

Matra are, at the moment, de- 
veloping a four-wheel drive’ suc- 
cessor to the M.S.80, the M.S.84, 
and this car should be raceworthy 
fairly soon. It will be interesting to 
see if the M.S.84 can further re- 
inforce the impact the M.S.80 has 
made so far in its short but suc- 
cessful career. If it can, Jackie 
Stewart could be dominating grand 
prix racing for quite a few years to 
come.

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|MAGINE a Fieseler Storch com- 

ing in for a perfect 3-point 
landing, taxying to the parking 
area and stopping there. On open- 
ing the engine cowling the pilot 
exposes motor, engine mount and 
ancillary equipment. But instead 
of the single cylinder glowplug 
engine usually hidden by the 
cowl, the scale judges find a 
beautiful true-scale engine, an in- 
verted V 8-cylinder job, with all 
ancillary gear, engine mount and 
oil tank built to the same scale 
too. 

While the Fieseler has yet to 
be finished, the engine has suc- 
cessfully completed its test runs 
on the bench. Gert Lang of Kress- 
born, W. Germany, built this gem; 
and it took him some 2,100 hours 
to finish the job! 


Externally, the engine is a true 
scale model of the popular 8- 
cylinder inverted V-engine Argus 
As 10 C, the standard powerplant 
of a variety of German aircraft of 
the pre WWII era, such as the 
Arado 76, Go 145, Go 149, Me 
108 Taifun, Fw 56 Stésser and 
Fieseler Fi 156 Storch, to mention 
but a few. 

Gert Lang's engine is built to 
1/Sth scale and is fully working

GERMAN TWO-SEATER 


AIRCRAFT 


FINISH & 
MARKINGS 


PART ONE by Alex Imrie 


WHEN Germany mobilised in 
August, 1914, the aircraft of 
the ‘Fliegertruppe’ intended for 
front-line use numbered approx. 
200. The majority of these were 
biplanes. About 25 per cent of the 
total number were  monoplanes. 
These aircraft were finished in the 
natural dope and varnish finish 
that was common to most aircraft 
of the period. 

Since there was no need to 
colour these machines and possibly 
to save weight in order to prevent 
any loss in performance due to the 
low powered engines in use at the 
time none of these aircraft were 
painted. They presented a more or 
less uniform appearance of varn- 
ished wood and light brown clear 
doped fabric, although the exact 
shades varied due to the use by 
certain manufacturers of different 
brands of dope, fabric and varnish. 
Wooden fuselages varied in colour 
depending on the shade of the pl 
wood used to cover them. Struts of 
wood were either natural varnished 
or wrapped with fabric and clear 
doped, while metal fittings includ- 
ing struts and undercarriages were 
coloured grey-green, a variety of 
shades being used for this purpose. 
Metal cowlings and panels were 
burnished or ‘engine-turned’, and 
parts of the cooling system on 
liquid cooled engine installations, 
like radiators and cylinder jackets, 
as well as external fuel tanks, be- 
ing made of brass or copper were 
polished to a high standard.

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marked on vertical surfaces (usu- 
ally the rudder) followed by a 
number which was a consecutive 
issue for each type, this being, in 
fact, the military order number 
(Bestellnummer). These order num- 
bers were only consecutive for the 
year in which the order had been 
placed, and the respective year was 
marked adjacent to the order num 
ber often being separated from it 
by an oblique stroke. (See Fig. 1.) 

A series of tests carried out be- 
fore the outbreak of hostilities had 
determined that German military 
aircraft would be marked with 
Iron Cross insignia in the event of 
war. The mobilisation instructions 
for the various ‘Fliegertruppe’ for- 
mations included details and a 
sketch on how to mark the insignia 
on the aircraft. 

For easy and quick application, 
the form of cross shown in the 
sketch had straight sides and was 
to be applied to both top and bot- 
tom surfaces of each wing and on 
each side of the rudder (See Fig 2). 
No mention was made of marking 
this cross against a white back- 
ground and it was initially marked 
on the ‘Mobilisation’ machines 
without any such white bac! 
or border. In the mobili 
orders the cross insignia was not 
referred to as an ‘Iron Cross’

Due to operational shortcomings 
the ‘A’ Class of aircraft composed 
mostly of the Taube type mono- 
plane was gradually replaced by 
the “B* type early in 1915. Mixed 
equipment was quite common in 
the two-seater units throughout the 
war and the early Feldflieger 
Abteilungen (Field Flying Sections) 
were equipped with an assortment 
of AEG, Albatros, Aviatik, DFW 
and LVG ‘B’ types, although 
some units had a complete com- 
plement of one type. After a few 
months of frontline use, some of 
the highly polished components 
of the pre-war era were given 
coats of grey primer or paint, how- 
ever, some aircraft notably LVG 
types were still flying operationally 
with burnished cowlings until the 
end of 1915. Crosses of vary- 
ing proportions were carried both 
above and below top and bottom 
mainplanes, and on each side of 
the rudder on large square white 
grounds. 

By carly 1916 most of the ‘B’ 
type aircraft had given way to the 
‘C’ type armed machine, examples 
of which had began to reach the 
units in April 1915. Some ‘B’ type 
aircraft had been modified in the 
field to carry captured machine- 
guns and they still remained on the 
strength of various Feldflieger- 
Abteilungen:

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From approx. mid-1915, several 
changes took place in the manner 
in which the National Insignia was 
displayed. Crosses were not now 
being marked on the under surfa 
of the top wing and on the upper 
surface of the lower wing and the 
display of the National Insignia 
had been extended io the sides of 
the fuselage. Many of these air- 
craft also cross on the iop 
fuselage di aft of the rear 
cockpit, while it was Aviatik 
tice to mark the National Insignia 
‘on the outside fabric covers on the 
undercarriage wheels as well as on 
the fuselage sides 

LVG, DFW and AEG machines 
were usually a darker shade than 
normal, while aircraft built by 
Aviatik tended to be a_ lighter 
shade than that used by other con- 
structors, The differing finishes of 
these early machines were purely 
due to the individual manufac 
turer's techniques and little stan- 
dardisation took place until the ad- 
vent of the pattern printed fabric. 
During 1915 manufacturers were 
requested whenever possible to use 
thin translucent fabric for covering 
airframes to provide some degree 
of ‘sky camouflage’. The use of 
light coloured pigmented dope at 
this time gave the almost white 
finish that was so well known prior 
to the introduction of terrain 
camouflage schemes 

The Albatros Cl, having a ply- 
wood covered fuselage originally, 
had this clear varnished, wings and 
tail unit being clear doped, these 
aircraft and the later Albatros 
C III now began to appear with 
the fuselage painted dark green or 
stained dark brown although some 
examples had white or light col- 
oured fuselages. The Aviatik C I, 
since it had a fabric covered fuse- 
lage was kept as near as possible 
to a ‘white’ aircraft. Wings and tail 
unit were clear doped and may 
have had a whitish pigment added 
to the clear dope while the fuselage 
was doped white. Struts, cowlings 
and fuselage decking were norm- 
ally very light grey. Rumpler two- 
seaters were also finished in this 









































manner and it has been reported 
that some pilots and observers on 
Aviatik and Rumpler machines had 
their crash helmets painted white 
in order to complete the scheme! 

Early ‘white’ aircraft being clear 
doped or doped with dope with a 
whitish pigment added _ usually 
carried the National Insignia paint- 
ed direct on the respective surf: 
however, later a bluish-white was 
used for overall finish and the 
crosses were then marked on the 
usual large square white grounds. 

The bluish-white was probably 
the best ‘sky camouflage’ colour 
and against a sky background gave 
excellent results, however, when 
viewed from above against a ter- 
rain background the aircraft was 
more easily discernible than a 
natural doped machine. When the 
upper and side surfaces were even- 
tually camouflaged in terrain col- 
ours, many manufacturers used this 
bluish-white as an under-surface 
colour. 

Machines finished in bluish-white 
or light translucent doped fabric 
included the following: — Aviatik 
*C’ types, Rumpler ‘C’ types, LEG 
Roland “Walfisch’, LVG CH, 
Albatros C I and C III. The Ago 
C I and C IL twin boom pusher 
biplanes were generally a very light 
brown although their wooden com- 
ponents like nacelle and fuselage 
booms were normally over painted 
in an off-white or very light grey 
lar to Aviatik products.

Aircraft of the first units of the 
‘Fliegertruppe’ operated without 
any unit or individual markings, 
however, during 1915 machines 
began to carry identification sym- 
bols, letters, and numbers on the 
fuselage. Some units operated until 
the end of the war using only in- 
dividual markings on their aircraft, 
others adopted a unit marking 
which varied from striped tail units 
and fuselage bands to the manner 
in which the individual marking 
was carried. Many aircraft. were 
operated in factory finish without 
any unit or individual marking and 
some units had no individual mark- 
ings, all aircraft of the unit merely 
being marked with a marking to 
denote unit. 

The following units have been 
selected to illustrate the state of 
aircraft markings during 1915; — 
Feldflieger - Abteilung 32 (early 
1915), 

Representative aircraft of this 
unit are shown in Fig. 3. No fuse- 
lage crosses were marked up to 
this time. The varying design of 
the rudder crosses and the diffes 
methods of marking the air 
serial (Bestellnummer) number are 
worthy of note. No unit or indi- 
vidual markings were carried and 
the aircraft were finished in their 
respective manufacturer's factory 
finish 
Brieftauben - Abteilun 
(mid-1915) 

The two examples in Fig 4 are 
aircraft from the first bombing unit

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cover name, abbreviated BAO 
(Carrier - Pigeon - Section - Ostend) 
until it was redesignated Kampf- 
geschwader 1 (KG 1) on Ist Janu- 
ary, 1916. BAO did not consist of 
individual staffeln, but was a 
heterogeneous collection of aero- 
planes, twin-engine AEG, normal 
two-seaters, and Fokker ‘E’ single 
seaters being in the same unit. The 
LVG BII wore a natural finish in 
the company’s darkish scheme. The 
black and white disc marking on 
the fuselage was also carried on 
the outer fabric wheel covers. The 
Aviatik C I was a ‘white’ aero- 
plane, this particular example be- 
ing doped all white. The black 
fuselage bands went completely 
round the fuselage and the outer 
fabric wheel covers were marked 
with a black ring painted halfway 
between the axle and tyre. 
Kampfgeschwader 2 (Late 1915, 
The second bombing formation 
was formed at Metz early in 1915 
and was abbreviated BAM, later 
becoming KG 2, and it is aircraft 
of this unit that are illustrated in 
Fig. 5. The first Albatros C I 
shown was a ‘white’ machine, this 
particular example being a very 
light colour or an off-white overall. 
The wing crosses were marked 
direct on the natural fabric 
clear doped surfaces. The second 
machine shown was finished all 
over in the same dark scheme simi- 
lar to the LVG C I shown in the 
photo above, and carried the wing 
crosses. on large square white 
grounds. The black and white fin 
markings on these aircraft are 
staffel Teader’s markings. Fuselage 
crosses were carried on very large 
white grounds, this being repeated 
on the fuselage decking aft of the 
observer's cockpit. It was against 
this large white background that 
prac uF the Kampstaffeln carried 
their unit. markings. The Aviatik 
C I shown belongs to Kampfistafiel 
7, and as was normal Aviatik prac-

Crosses were 
painted direct on the light coloured 
wings and the outer wheel covers 
bore the usual Aviatik type cross 
marking. The last aircraft shown 
in Fig. 5 had natural finish wings 
and tail unit and carried all crosses 
on large white grounds. The fuse- 
lage was dark coloured, possibly 
stained dark brown. The black 
stripe marking on the fuselage sides 
ahead of the cross was also marked 
across the centre of the outer 
wheel covers 

An aircraft flown by Kampf- 
staffel 7 late in 1916 is shown in 
the photo below. This is Albatros 
C III (C 766/16) and it was flown 
by Lt. Erwin Béhme on the Eastern 
Front in August 1916. The unit 
marking (black disc) is no longer 
carried, but a personal marking in 
the form of a dragon is painted 
direct on the varnished plywood 
fuselage. Béhme has recorded that 
this was painted on as a mascot, 
but also mentions that it was meant 
to put the ‘wind-up’ the Rus 
farmers! Note that the very large 
white cross background is still in 
use at this late date.

Note the rough 

‘cast’ finish typical of Russian tanks 

and the prominent seams welded on 
the J.S.1, model, 





SOVIET ARMOUR 
MARKING EXAMPLES 


[EF ONE were to accept kit trans- 

fers as gospel, all Russian 
armour would have been plastered 
with red stars, mostly of very 
large proportions. A study of ail 
available publications reveals that 
generally speaking red stars were 
in the minority and only seem to 
have come into use at the latter 
part of the war. The object of this 
article is to provide the modeller 
with some alternative markings 
for otherwise drab models. 
Colours 

As with German armoured forces 
the seasons dictated the colours 
used, greens and browns in the 
spring, summer and autumn; and 
snow camouflage in the long Rus- 
sian winter. 

At the start of the war the Rus- 
sians appeared to have used a 
lighter green, nearer to a sage 
green. Browns used vary from 
dark earth to khaki. In the last 
year of the war, a very dark green 
seems to have been general. 

Unit Marl 

Unit markings were fairly com 
mon and the style of these 
The Airfix 134 kit has examples of 
these markings and the Almarks 
Russian sheet of transfers provides 
a good variety, also Figs. 2 & 4 
show the diamond marking and its 
application. Note the composition 
of the stencilled version. Fig. | 
shows the alternative to the [ 
mond although this marking seems 
only to been applied to T60 
as shown. 

Large numerals were also used 
and were more common in the 
latter years of the war. Almarks 
sheet shows the style of these num- 
erals. Application of these is shown 
in Fig. 3.

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Slogans and Other Markings 

An interesting aside on the sub- 
ject of Soviet markings is the writ- 
ns on the sides of 
vehicles which seems rly com- 
mon practice. These were in some 
instances rather crudely daubed on, 
Figs. 6 to 10 give examples of 
typical slogans used. Figs, 8 & 10 
are quoted in ‘The Last Battle’ by 
Cornelius Ryan. There are no 
hard and fast rules on the appli- 
ion of these slogans but the 
sides of turrets seemed favourite. If 
you are not familiar with the Rus- 
sian alphabet, try forming the let- 
ters on paper with pen or pencil 
before you try it on the model 
You will find the effort well worth 
the extra trouble. 

A similar type of marking seen 
on Russian armour is a presenta- 
tion marking, a type of marking 
usually confined to aircraft. The 
savings groups who bought and 
presented these tanks were from 
groups of collective farmers. Fig 5 
is taken from Purnell’s ‘History of 
the Second World War’, Vol. II, 
page 870. This shows white painted 
KV Ic’s with this marking which 
is stencilled in black. An identical 
marking was also noted on a 
134/76. It would be interesting to 
find out if any other groups of col- 
lective farmers other than the Mos- 
cow group had their names carried 
into battle on the sides of tanks 
that they had paid for.

NITTO: Military Series No. 7. 
German Half-Track HANOMAG 
Sd.Kfz 251/1. 1/35 scale. Price 
25/11. 


Modellers have been asking re- 
cently why no one does a kit of 
this, the most famous of all Ger- 
man half-tracked vehicles and we 
too were wondering when and if 
anyone would present such a kit 
to the popular 1/35 scale. At last 
NITTO of Japan have done just 
that and how well they have done 
it too. 

Moulded jn sand-tan coloured 
plastic representative of the fac- 
tory fresh paint colouring used on 
the actual vehicles, this kit is 
among the best produced by this 
company. 

Intended for motorising it in- 
cludes all wiring and connections 
to utilise the Mabuchi FA.13 elec- 
tric motor, driven by two UM3 
batteries, and the motor is very 
ingeniously intended to fit under 
the ‘bonnet’ while the battery and 
final drive are positioned under the 
main chassis floor; however, unlike 
the layout on their earlier Ame 
can half-track kits, this arrange- 
ment does not interfere with the 
scale appearance of the model. 

The plastic is of good quality, 
pleasant to work with and all parts 
were completely free of flash or 
moulding faults. Fit of parts is 
excellent’ and detailing includes 
separate gear and brake levers for 
the driver; accurately modelled 
seats with tubular framework and 
canvas backing and cushions; de- 
tailed instrument panel and driving 
wheel. Being the personnel carrier 
variant the interior contains two 
bench type seats, one to each side 
of the rear compartment and two 
machine guns fitted fore and aft 




















complete the armament. Such items 
as traffic indicators and a starting 
handle are all provided as separate 
components. Rubber tyred front 
wheels are of the correct tread pat- 
tern while the very detailed and 
realistic rear half track bogeys 
carry a rubber track. 

Decals are given for Afrika 
Korps, ‘SS’ and a variety of other 
German units, and we were parti- 
cularly pleased to see that the 
crosses are of the correct size and 
style for this vehicle. 

Naturally, this kit lends itself 
remarkably well to conversions, 
there being at least twenty variants 
and sub variants on the basic Hano- 
mag chassis and we shall be featur- 
ing articles on some of these con- 
versions in a future issue. An ex- 
cellent kit and a most interesting 
and valuable addition to the range 
of armour in miniature—dare we 
hope that one day Nitto or some- 
one will now manufacture some 
kits of some of the British arm- 
oured and scout cars to ‘compete’ 
against this German equipment, 
some German armoured cars to 
1/35 scale would also be most wel- 
come - there is certainly sufficient 
reference material around to make 
these kits possible.

The Tamiya range of 1/35 scale 
armour kits are scaled down 
counterparts of their incomparable 
‘Citation’ series 1/21 scale kits, and 
have the super-fine quality of de- 
tail and moulding associated with 
the products of this company. 
Designed for motorising with the 
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Standord Mters, Decale, cffer alternative rrarkings represent: 
craft flown by Adolph Galland, of JG 
European theatre decor or Hans Joachim Mai 
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battery holders and final drive 
assemblies already assembled, to 
enable one to change the batteries, 
ete., the kit is made so that the 
complete upper half of the body- 
work can be removed; but this is 
very cleverly designed’ so that the 
scale appearance of the finished 
model is not impaired. 

The box art and instruction 
sheet illustrate a Panther ‘A’ ver- 
sion of the ‘V’ but the photographs 
of real Panthers provided as a 
guide on the instruction sheet show 
both ‘A’ and “D’ variants, the latter 
being without the hull mounted 
front machine gun which is in: 
cluded in the kit model —howev. 
detail between the ‘A’ and earlier 
“D’ (the *A® designation being in- 
troduced when the bow machine 
gun was added to the ‘D’ to give 
close quarter protection against in- 
fantry attack) is very similar and 
the kit should prove to be most 
popular as it is an ideal basis for 
many of the conversions on the 
basic chassis, ranging from the ad- 
dition of side skirt armour to the 
basic model up to scratch building 
a completely new upper decking 
to make the heavy-tank-recovery 
variant of the Panther. 

Moulded in high quality plastic 
in the tan-sand shade of colouring 
representing the basic factory fresh 
paintwork of the originals, the sur- 
face detail is magnificent even 
down to the simulated slightly 
roughened texture of steel plate 
with weld marks at relevant loca- 
tions on the armoured areas. 

Assembly is quite straightfor- 
ward, aided by a well illustrated 
instruction sheet; the text of this 
is in Japanese but a careful study 
of the drawings of the sub assem- 
blies simplifies construction and 
the various parts are identified on 
their respective sprue by num- 
bers—the mouldings are attached 
to three main sprue runs, ‘A’ hold- 
ing all the main body fittings, ‘B 
the turret and exhaust systems and 
‘C’ the entire bogey and drive 
wheels; the hull bottom has the 
suspension and axle rods pressed 
integrally to the hull while the top 
half of the tank is also a one piece 
moulding with such items as hatch 
covers and interior fittings all 
operable. Excellently detailed crew 
figures are also included. 


FROG 1/72 scale aircraft kits 
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The only part of the kit requir- 
ing careful attention when assem- 
bling is the bogey assembly, one 
MUST adhere to the order of 
ssembly as illustrated and it is 
essential to carry out a dry-run 
assembly prior to finally cementing 
the various wheels and bogeys in 
place. 

The track is also a vast improye- 
ment over the older one piece solid 
rubber type, this is moulded in 
soft. metallic like plastic with 
superb track detail, which is strong 
enough to withstand operating 
pressures etc, but also is the most 
realistic we have scen~it even 
‘hangs’ over the tops of the bogey 
wheels as on the real tank. 





External detail is most compre- 
hensive ranging from separately 
moulded tools and repair gear to 
working gun-barrel locking devices 
and pre-formed moulded towing 
cables, 

A truly superb kit which will, 
we feel sure, prove to be one of 
the most popular tank kits of all 
time, certainly Tamiya’s best to 
date.

This, the first all-German de- 
signed’ post-war tank is another 
indidate for the best ever Tamiya 
kit, closely vying with the Panther 
V for top honours. 

Assembly is virtually identical to 
that of the Panther with again the 
superb new style track and drive 
gear. External surface details in- 
cludes storage bins and turret 
mounted racks for spares or gear 
etc. and, also like the Panther, 
crew figures are included as well, 
The Leopard is now in. service 
with the West German Army and 
this kit truly has the brutal bulk 
of the original vehicle down to 
the last detail — even to a moulded 
miniature hack-saw which _ is 
mounted on the side of the hull to 
enable the crew to cut foliage or 
local scenery as added camouflage 
over their vehicle. 

Another superb kit of a most 
interesting post-war tank design 
The illustration seen here shows 
the model made ‘straight from the 
box’ and finished in dark gre’ 
overall—note the realistic track 
and the external fittings on th 
hull. The only thing which we 
would alter is to replace the rather 
too thick aerials each side of the 
turret with two made from heating 
sprue over a candle and stretching 
this to obtain a much thinner 
whip-type aerial. 
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We shall from time to time be 
offering hints, tips and suggestions 
as to how to improve upon the 
basic kits reviewed and also give 
one or two suggestions for final 
painting and finishing. 

The Panther can be left in the 
natural colour of the plastic as 
provided in the kit but we have 
repainted ours using HUMBROL

which is sufficiently dark as to 
make a contrast to Panzer Grey 
but not too dark as to look black. 

Tracks may also be left. un- 
painted but if one wishes to obtain 
a worn and weathered look, this 
can be added by brushing with a 
mixture of dark earth, black, silver 
and red mixed paint. Interior of 
most tanks was painted glossy 
white to offer the best light re- 
flection for the rather dingy crew 
compartments; this also applying 
to insides of hatch covers—how- 
ever, in some theatres the hatch 
covers had the insides painted to 
match the external camouflage as, 
when opened, the hatches showed 
up rather too well against the 
basic finish. 











Yet another new offering from 
TAMIYA in the same 1/35 scale 
series is the Russian SU.100 Assault 
Gun, Price 25/11d. Like the PAN- 
THER this also is designed for 
motorising but can equally well be 
used as a basis for a static display 
model, 

Moulded in very dark green 
plastic - which matches the colour 
of early post-war Russian armour — 
the kit is simplicity itself to as- 
semble, again using the very clear 
instruction sheet drawings as a 
guide —the text is in Japanese but 
each drawing is so self explanatory 
that text is almost superfluous. 

Based upon a very late war ver- 
sion of the SU.100, the kit differs 
in detail from those seen for ex- 
ample in the mid-fifties; however, 
like all other Tamiya 1/35 kits, this 
lends itself particularly well to con- 
version possibilities; for example, 
the earlier SU.85 is virtually iden- 
tical except for the shorter gun 
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When Dave Piatt 
joined the U.S. 
firm of Top-Flite it 
was logical that a 
scale kit would 
soon appear. Here 
it isa remark- 
able piece of work 
by any standards

barrel and side view drawings are 
also included on the instruction 
sheet which could be used as a 
rough guide for such a modifica- 
tion to the basic kit 

The wheels are the early drilled 
out pattern with rubber treads — 
and for a change we made our re- 
view sample up as a parade tank 
as seen in Red Square Parades. In 
this guise it should be finished in 
the very dark green matching the 
basic colour of the kit plastic and 
the rubberised rims of the bogey 
are painted white as is the edge of 
the mudguards; other white trim 
could be added around hatches, 
stanchions and hand-hold bars etc., 
this being largely a matter of 
choice—but the markings which 
include warning notices to be posi- 
tioned on the exposed petrol tanks 
and both Polish and Russian in- 
signia—as used on parade tanks 
would be Stars, numerals 354 in 
white, also the Russian script in 
white and the flag like award for 
‘Hero of the Soviet’ Union. Th 
is another excellent kit not quite 
of the standard of the Panther V 
but certainly among the best in 
present day kits of armour.

Some while ago Airfix released 
a boxed set of British Paratroop 
figures to 1/32 scale which armour 
enthusiasts thought would be ideal 
for use with their models, also 
making ideal basis for converting 
to tank crews and the like. How- 
ever, when they eventually were 
released it was found that the 
quality of moulding and details 
was not up to the standard that 
had been hoped for. However, Air- 
fix. have taken the criticism of 
these earlier figures to heart and 
the latest in this new series is for 
twenty nine figures moulded in 
Field Grey plastic. The figures are 
beautifully detailed = with the 
correct straps, combinations of 
jackets and trousers and short 
(rolled up) shirt sleeves or normal 
infantry combat uniform. Figures 
are in a variety of poses, running 
and firing from the hip, kneeling, 
marching and two Schmieser 
machine guns with firing and load- 
ing figures, one officer figure also 
being inchided. 

In the same series, Airfix have 
released a similar set of American 
Infantry—these are to the same 
high standard as those for the Ger- 
man set and include: an officer, 3 
Bazookas, 3 machine gunners 
lying, 4 crawling, 5 firing from the 
hip, 6 standing firing from the 
shoulder and 6 running figures. 

At the remarkable low price of 
S/l1d. per set of twenty-nine 
figures, they will find a ready mar- 
ket both among military modelling 
enthusiasts and also for Dad to 
buy to keep the kids happy while 
he suitably paints and modifies 
similar figures to add to his own 
collection.

Latest addition to the range of 
miniature scale figures those of 
the Highland Infantry are really 
first class and with little trimming 
could be converted if one wished 
to the W.W.I. Kilted ‘Ladies from 
Hell’ (as the Germans termed the 
Scots soldiery).

The huge box into which the kit 
is packed gives some indication 
as to the sheer size of the model 
and this, the latest Airfix release 
really does do justice to this re- 
markable aeroplane. 

Moulded in silvery-grey  plast 
the surface detail is cleanly pressed 
and despite its size assembly is 
very straightforward, the fit of the 
two fuselage halves being a credit 
to kits half the length of this one. 
The wings are also sufficiently 
strong as not to droop or warp 
when cemented into the fuselage 
halves and the pods, tailplanes and 
other components all go together 
remarkably well. 

The box art and decals show 
markings for B.O.A.C. in blue and 
gold but many modellers will pr 
fer to use masking tape to paint 
the blue areas of the areoplane as 
some difficulty was experienced in 
punching out the countless holes 
to reveal the window transparan- 
cies, this job being done before the 
fuselage halves are joined together, 
similarly, unless you mount the 
model on the stand provided a 
considerable amount of weight is 
required in the forward fuselage 
so that the model sits on its tri- 
cycle undercarriage. The various 
loading and passenger entry doors 
can be cement open or closed, al- 
though if in the open position 
then some interior detail would 
have to be added otherwise one 
is looking into a bare fuselage. 

To be able to produce and release 
such a superbly accurate and de- 
tailed model of the 747 so quickly 
after its maiden flights is no small 
tribute to the research and design 
department of Airfix. We have 
little doubt that many modellers 
who perhaps have ignored the 
1/144 SkyKing series of airliners 
will be encouraged to build, say, 
the B.A.C. I11 just to contrast the 
size of this kit of the world’s 
largest airliner.

roundels, Scale sizes are 18 in.,

The red ‘inner’ is provided 
separately on the sheet, thus re- 
ducing the possibility of having 
off-centre insignia, but care must 
be taken when locating these onto 
the white/blue background. Fin 
flashes are also provided in the 
form of continuous red/white/blue 
strips 18 in., 24 in. and 36 in. in 
width; these being cut to length as 
required. The shade of blue used is 
slightly too light and the red also 
appears rather bright; however, 
modellers will welcome this latest 
addition to the Almark range of 
decals.

T LAST we have some British 

models of the Apollo project, 

they are in book form and they 

are made from good quality card 

which is cut out, folded and glued 
together to make the models. 

The two books are called Desti- 
nation Moon and Moon Landing, 
the former making the Saturn $ 
rocket on the gantry and the latter 
makes the LEM. Each book con- 
tains a page of instructions which, 
although fairly clear, requires pre- 
vious knowledge of both the 
models. They are produced by 
Crown Art Publishers Ltd. of 
Maidstone and sold through News- 
agents and Booksellers. 

The parts of the Saturn 5 fitted 
together correctly but as it was 
made from card the joins between 
the stages were not as strong as a 
plastic model and care was needed 
to obtain a straight model. 

The model of the LEM was a 
much more complicated model 
and the use of a_modelling knife 








is necessary although this is’ not 
mentioned in the instructions. The 
model is accurate in detail wi 
two stages separable; the guiding 
rockets and the aerials are all in- 
cluded in the kit. The LEM is the 
better of the two models and des- 
pite the fact that the facts and 
figures included in the books are 
not always correct, the books are 
very good value at 2/6d, each. 


The 5 Rockets used in the U.S. 
Manned Space Programme are im- 
pressively contained in ‘Man in 
Space’, the new kit by A.M 
priced 49/I1d.—an extremely 1 
onable figure for such a volume. 

The plastic parts fit together 
well although capsules rest on top 
of the rockets rather loosely. c 
rockets are placed on plasti 
stuck to the card base and back- 
ground and these did not keep the 
missiles vertical; a little stiffening 
would be advisable for a shaky 
shelf display! The U.S.A. insignia 
transfers were supplied but the 
large block markings were not; 
neither were drawings of how the 
markings should be applied. In the 
Saturn the various stages were 
separable and the L.E.M. was in- 
cluded, but very little information 
was given about the actual pur- 
pose of the stages or about the 
Apollo project. Five rockets for 
only 49/1Id. is remarkable value, 
and a fine intro to space vehicle 
identification. Distributors are R. 
Kohnstam, of Hemel Hempstead.
